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Elia wins approval of 


Wilmington selectmen Monday 
night voted in favor of allowing a 
transfer of a liquor license from 
Frank Griffin's Church Street 
Hardware Store to Michael Elia 

The approval lands a second license 
in the Elia family. John Elia, Mike's 
brother, owns a liquor license as well 

The new liquor store is to be located 
on Lowell Street, next to the Tri-Town 
Mobil station. Mike Elia lives nearby 
on West Street. 

The hearing for the transfer at- 
tracted:about 10 persons most of them 
neighbors of the proposed location of 
the store. Many of them lived in the 
Suncrest Acres subdivision, about a 
quarter of a mile away. The actual 
site has no residences abutting except 
to the rear, on Westdale Avenue. 

In the words of Selectman James 
Miceli, though, the action at the hear- 
ing was nothing in relation to what 
went on behind the scenes. 

First and foremost, there was a 
matter of back taxes owned by the 
Elia family. Monday morning, more 
than $17,000 in back taxes were paid. 

Other liquor store owners were also 
a factor. One man present at the 
hearing is an employee of one of the 
other liquor stores in town. Nothing 
was said in the hearing in behalf of 
any other liquor store owner though. 

The transfer of the license marks 
the third license to be transferred 
away.from Wilmington. Square in .re- 
cent years. John Lucci bought a 
license from A. Melville Woodside, 
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owner of the now closed Wilmington 
Center Pharmacy. That license now 
covers East Gate Liquors, located 
within a quarter mile of the site for 
Elia’s new store. 

The second license to leave the 
square was that of William Altman, 
who operated Little Giant Liquors. 
That license was sold to John Elia, 
who now sells liquor in his North 
Wilmington grocery store. 

The sale of Griffin's license leaves 
no package stores in Wilmington 
Square. Griffin has said that he in- 
tends to continue operating his 
hardware business. His building will 
be among those taken if Wilmington 
Square is ever rebuilt, as is proposed 
with the reconstruction of Route 129 

Attorney Simon Cutter appeared 
before the board to handle the 
transfer. He reviewed the situation of 
licenses recently having been 
transferred, and said that the com- 
petition had ruined Griffin's business. 

Cutter acknowledged that there was 
a traffic problem in the area for which 
the store was proposed. He said that 
the traffic is generated by industry, 
and that traffic from the liquor store 
would not be an added problem. 

Cutter said that Griffin had never 
objected when the other licenses in 
town were transferred. 

Chairman George Boylen said that 
he felt that if the ligour store is a 
success, it will create hayoc in the 
neighborhood: Boylen‘is.a r@sident of 
Suncrest Acres subdivision.

John Doane of Suncrest Avenue 
pointed out that a liquor store as close 
to Route 93 as the proposed store 
would attract people off the highway 
on their way home from work or from 
the track. He said that no other exit 
from the highway had a liquor store 
that close. 

Elizabeth Anderson objected to the 
transfer, saying that there would be 
two package stores within two 
minutes of her front door. She said 
that she was tired of encroaching 
businesses in the area, and if the area 
was to be commercial, then “‘let’s 
rezone the whole area." 

Cutter said that if the business 
would be as good as the predictions 
being made at the meeting, he would 
have bought the license himself. 


Selectman Aldo Caira asked if the 
town could buy thé license, and pay 
Griffin a fair price. Cutter said that 
he thought that if there was a license, 
that it had to be issued. 


Miceli said that it would take town 
meeting approval for such an expen- 
diture. 

Selectman Dan Gillis then spoke, 
reviewing some of the rezoning that 
had occurred in East Wilmington. He 
then spoke on the traffic problem at 
the intersection of West and Lovrell

Mental health services 
for Wilmington : 


‘The State last year revised the 
boundaries ‘of its mental health and 
retardation areas. 

From now on, community mental 
health needs will be met in 
Wilmington by the Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Center, a comprehen- 
sive community mental health center 

This means that Mystic Valley 
provides outpatient care, day treat- 
ment, emergency and intermediate 
care, mental retardation services, 
consultation and education to com- 
munity agencies and research and 
evaluation. 

Among the consultation and educa- 
tion programs, Mystic Valley 
provides services for the elderly, ser- 
vices for children, alcoholism ser- 
vices, rape information and treatment 
services, services for drug abuse, 
volunteer services, service to the 
police and courts, and program 
development. The mental retardation 
programs include direct clinical ser- 
vices, an early intervention program 
for children from birth to age three, a 
clinical nursery school, and a work ac- 
tivity center for retarded adults. 
Mystic Valley has a halfway house for 


adolescent girls. Of further interest is 
an early intervention program in men- 
tal health for very young children at 
high emotional risk. 

The director of the Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Center is Morton B. 
Newman, M.D. who received his A.B. 
degree, magna cum laude, from Har- 
vard College in 1952, and his M.D. 
degree from Boston University School 
of Medicine in 1956. 

For the time being, Wilmington 
citizens will be seen at Mystic Valley 
branch offices in Lexington or 
Winchester, whichever is most con- 
venient. Soon iplans will be for- 
mulated with the Wilmington Board of 
Health to find physical space for out- 
patient services in Wilmington 
Mystic Valley professional staff have 
already met with the Wilmington 
Board of Health, Selectmen and Town 
Manager.

In recent years Tewksbury has been plagued far too 
often by the so-called “Dumb Jock" syndrome.
